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“‘And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.’’ Acts 2:1. “‘And they were all filled with the 


Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.”’ Acts 2:4. 
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Sin, Its Origin and the Penalty 


Gen. 2:16, 17, “And the Lord God 
commanded the man, saying, Of every 
tree of the garden thou mayest freely 
eat: But of the tree of the knowledge of 
good and evil, thou shalt not eat of it: 
for in the day that thou eatest thereof 
thou shalt surely die.” 

“Wherefore, as by one man sin entered 
into the world, and death by sin; and so 
death passed upon all men, for that all 
have sinned,” Rem. 5:12. 

“For as in Adam all die, even so in 
Christ shall all be made alive,” 1 Cor. 
S3sZe. 

“For the wages of sin is death; but the 
gift of God is eternal life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord,” Rom. 6:23. 

We find that the definition of ‘‘sin” 
is “the transgression of God’s law or 
commandments” so we will see where it 
first originated. When God made man He 
placed him in the garden of Eden and 
gave him dominion over all the beasts 
of the field, all cattle, and all fowls of 
the air. He also placed in the garden 
trees to bear fruit for his food and that 
were good to look upon with the eye. He 
told Adam he could eat freely of every 
tree in the garden except the tree of 
knowledge of good and evil, and the day 
that he ate thereof he should surely die. 

So we see them living there in the 
garden of plenty. They had nothing to 
do but to dress it and eat and look on 
the beauty of Eden. They didn’t have to 
even look for their clothes. God said 
they were naked and were not ashamed. 
Gen. 2:25. Now we see this old sin- 
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cursed world, it seems headed back to 
that time, or trying to. . 

We see the old serpent, the devil, as 
he saw man in his glory with all the 
beauty that surrounded him, with his 
wife Eve; and no. doubt he became en- 
vious of them, so he began to seek a plan 
to overthrow him, which he succeeded in 
doing through Eve. The devil knows 
how to use crafty, cunning ways now, 
as he did then, to overthrow you and me 
if we do like poor Eve did. The devil 
showed her the fruit, how beautiful it 
was on the tree of knowledge of good and 
evil, and said, “God does know that in 
the day that thou eatest thereof thou 
shalt not surely die, but will become as 
gods knowing good and evil.” So Eve 
saw that it was good and pleasant to the 
eyes, and a tree to be desired to make one 
wise, so she took of the fruit, and did 
eat, and gave to her husband with her, 
and he did eat. Gen. 3:6. There are so 
many things to-day that look so pleasant 
to the eyes, but you had better be care- 
ful, and be wise, not as Eve did, for she 
sought the wisdom that caused her and 
her husband to lose their beautiful, hap- 
py home. 

Just think now for a moment what 
they lost by doing what God told them 
not to do, James said, “If any man lack 
wisdom let him ask of God,” and also 
the good Book says, “The fear of the 
Lord is the beginning of wisdom,” and 
“They that winneth souls is wise.” So 
don’t let your eyes fool you. 

We notice that as long as they did 


right they were not afraid to meet God 
when He would come down to talk to 
them, but as soon as they disobeyed Him 
they were afraid, condemnation was 
upon them. How true it is with people 
to-day, when they do wrong they know 
it. When they are not doing what God 
said, and do what He said for them not 
to do, then it brings condemnation. But 
thank God, the Apostle Paul said, 
“There is therefore now no condemna- 
tion to them which are in Christ Jesus, 
who walk not after the flesh, but after 
the Spirit.” Rom. 8:1. 

We see that one act of disobedience 
forfeited their rights to all that was 
good. They couldn’t eat of the fruit any 
longer in ease and pleasure but were 
driven out of their beautiful home. A 
life of happiness was gone, and now to 
till the soil was poor Adam’s punish- 
ment, and to earn his living in the 
sweat of his face. Gen, 3:19. And sor- 
row was pronounced upon Eve. The 
whole earth was cursed on account of 
that one sin. There was no more peace 
between man and beast. No doubt the 
lions and other animals roared and made 
for the forests. The earth brought forth 
thistles and thorns. 

There in the beautiful garden of Eden 
there was nothing to mar the peace and 
happiness of men until he disobeyed, but 
oh, just think of the awful penalty that 
it brought upon man. He was under a 
curse. So we see as in the scripture we 
quoted in the beginning, Rom. 5:12, sin

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Our Duty in Regard to 
Missions 


Text: “I am debtor both to the 
Greeks, and to the Barbarians; both to 
the wise, and to the unwise. So, as much 
as in me is, I am ready to preach the gos- 
pel to you that are at Rome also, for I 
am not ashamed of the gospel of Christ; 
for it is the power of God unto salvation 
to every one that believeth; to the Jew 
first, and also to the Greek.” Rom. 1: 
14-16. 

All men are in debt, and salvation is 
not a tank or cistern, it is a fountain to 
flow out, and the Church is the medium 
in which to lead men to that fountain. 
It is God’s plan that this gospel should 
be preached in all the world by human 
agency, although it is possible that God 
could paint the gospel in the sky in every 
language under heaven, or send angels 
and preach it in every city. But that is 
not God’s plan, He has never ordained 
angels to preach the gospel, but has 
anointed men to preach it, and if they 
don’t, millions will die and be lost. 

When Jesus began to estimate the 
value of the soul, He placed its valuation 
as more than all the world by saying, 
what shall it profit you if you gain the 
whole world and lose your own soul, or 
what shall you give in exchange for your 
soul? 

Some will say, We have plenty of 
heathens at home. If so, they are heathen 
because they want to be. They have no 
excuse, we have a land of Bibles and 
churches, and Christ, in some measure is 
preached in every commurity, so that 
people know enough to be saved. But 
there are 800,000,000 poor, benighted 
souls for whom Jesus died, who have 
never heard the gospel, and they are just 
as valuable as ours. We owe them the 


gospel. 

Then some will say, If we support 
missions, the home work will suffer. Ab- 
solutely not. If you individually or col- 
lectively do not support the foreign mis- 
sionary enterprise, you are not obeying 
Christ, and you will not prosper. It has 
been my experience and observation that 
every person and congregation that sup- 
ports missions prospers financially in pro- 
portion. Remember the miracle of the 
feeding of the five thousand with five 
barley loaves and two fishes. To begin 
with, they had a very small amount for 
home work, hardly enough for supper for 
Christ and His disciples. After they fed 
the multitude (represents the great 
heathen world), they had twelve baskets- 
ful for the home work. It will work that 
way every time, try it brotner. 

Missions is not a poor beggar standing 
at the door of the church with out- 
stretched hands, begging for a few coa-

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Does Salt Ever Lose Its Saltiness’? 


In Matt. 5:13 Jesus said to His disci- 
ples, “Ye are the salt of the earth: but 
if the salt have lost his savour, where- 
with shall it be salted?” Jesus is here 
speaking of the salt losing its saltiness 
and becoming good for nothing. He 
further states that, “Ye are the light of 
the world,” but goes on and intimates 
that the light may be hid under a bushel. 


He also exhorts, “Have salt in your- 
selves,” Mark 9:50. 
The Jews lost their savor and were 


broken off. This leads us to the solemn 
inquiry, Are professors of Christianity 
progressing or declining in faith and 
spirituality? 

We turn now to the “parable” chapter, 
Matt. 13. The parable of the sower 
shows the varied and imperfect reception 
of the Word of God. The parable of the 
tares shows that the devil is constantly 
on the job doing all in his power to keep 
people from receiving the word of truth 
which is able to save their souls. The 
parable of the mustard seed shows out- 
ward growth sheltering evil. The parable 
of the leaven shows how the enemy is 
mixing error with truth, or in other 
words, always keeping evil ever present 
along with good, in order that while peo- 
ple are getting the good they may, at 
the same time, get at least some evil. 
The parable of the treasure hid in the 
field shows us that Israel is to be the 
world. The parable of the pearl of great 
price shows plainly that the Church is 
to be subject to its great head (Christ). 
The parable of the dragnet teaches us 
that there will be a great separation when 
Jesus comes and puts on His great clean- 
up, getting ready for His millennial 
kingdom. 

Away with the worn-out theory that 
soon the world is to be permeated 
(leavened with good leaven) until it will 
automatically merge into Christ’s holy 
kingdom. 

The inconsistency of this is plainly 
seen when we consider that precisely the 
contrary is taught by the parable of the 
sower and the tares, each of which most 
undisputedly shows that evil is to con- 
tinue and grow up to the end of the age. 

This is surely the most sufficient and 
scriptural reason for assigning the same 
typical meaning to the leaven in this and 
the correlative passage, which we find 
it to bear in the numerous other passages, 
where the same word is used; viz., the 
corrupting influence of evil and the 
symbol of death. Matt. 16:6-12. 

By this and various other scriptures 
we are emphatically taught not only that 
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the world is growing NO better, but 
that those who profess to be followers of 
Christ are in danger of losing their sav- 
or or saltiness and become lukewarm and 
fit only to be spued out of the Master’s 
mouth. 

If we will only observe visible sur- 
roundings and take an unprejudiced sur- 
vey of what we are able to behold even 
now, we can see the fulfillment of this 
truth. The loss of spiritual power in 
modern churches is not so much that 
they have cast away that part of the 
teuth they have taught and practiced, 
but it has been that they have imbibed 
false doctrine, which like leaven, has fer- 
mented the mass. Little by little the 
bishop of Rome developed into a so- 
called, infallible Pope. This was not done 
in a day. Image worship, the confes- 
sional, world conformity and post-mil- 
lenialism have all worked out their enor- 
mous growth like the little leaven in the 
meal. There is very little, in fact, no 
comparison between the great Papal and 
Greek churches, in their stateliness, for- 
mality, popularity, and spiritual weak- 
ness of today and the despised Nazarene 
and the Church of God. 

And are not the present denomina- 
tions, by worldly conformity and_ in- 
creeping doubts and infidelity regarding 
the inspiration of the Bible, the virgin 
birth of the Son of God, dangerously 
leading their thousands, yes, millions on 
toward the pit of eternal despair? Very 
few of their members are cryirg out for 
a complete separation from sin and for 
the blood of a crucified Christ to sanc- 
tify them wholly. It is easy to see the 
corrupting influence of the leaven per- 
meating them. 

This is an awful fact. It is not even 
pleasant to state it. Noah’s preaching 
was not pleasant to them that heard it, 
still it was true and the flood came just 
like he said it would. 

The prophesying of Jeremiah was ex- 
ceedingly unpleasant, but it was true and 


was followed by the terrible fate of 
the city and the Babylonian captivity. 
The preaching of Jesus often brought 


sadness to the hearts of His hearers, but 
it was none the less true. Many people 
do not believe in holiness, yet the Bible 
tells us without it we cannot see God. 
Heb. 12:14. 

Then we should humbly, yet faithful- 
ly, declare the whole counsel of God. We 
should cry aloud and spare not, fully 
believing that, upon an apostate church 
and upon a sinful world, the day of 
darkness is soon coming. 


But even in the day of darkness there 
is hope for the faithful ones. God has al- 
ways and will always have a faithful 
remnant. There were those in rebellious 
Israel who sat in darkness, but they saw 
a great light. They waited for the prom- 
ised Messiah and accepted Him when He 
came. 

So there will be those in the Church 
of God who will be watching, waiting 
and longing for His promised return. To 
them shall He appear the second time 
without sin unto salvation. 

A wonderful day is coming, a day prom- 
ised so long, 

He’ll come in sight, with power and 
might, 

And we shall join the song; 

Then Christ our Lord will listen to ev- 
ery plaintive sigh, 

And stretch His hand o’er every 
with justice by and by.

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OUR MEXICAN MISSIONS 


J. H. INcram 


I am just back from a 4,000 mile 
tour of our Mexican missions, and- am 
glad to report that God is giving us the 
victory all along the line. As far as I 
could determine all the churches and 
missions have been opened to the public 
again, with the exception of those in the 
State of Sonora, and the situation there 
is improving. 

With our headquarters and most of our 


mission stations located in the latter 
named state, we naturally have been 
working at a disadvantage, since ll 


places of worship were closed to the pub- 
lic by court order about three years ago. 
This condition of affairs was brought on 
by the Catholic church meddling iv. 
politics, and the pope met his match 
when he bucked up against the com- 
munistic-inclined government of Sonora. 
The result is, the Protestant missions 
have had to suffer also, though not 
guilty of any wrong doing in this respect. 

Usually, those of European extraction 
—descendants of the conquistadores— 
are elected to fill the office of the chief 
executives, but this time a Yaqui Indian 
—one general Yocup:cio—won out in the 
race for governor, and is to be inaugur- 
ated with the beginning of the new 


year. The governor-elect is said to be re- 
ligiously-inclined, and the consensus of 
opinion is, that the churches and mis- 
sions will again be permitted to open 
their doors. 


EN ROUTE TO THE MISSION 
HEADQUARTERS 

Leaving my home in Long Beach, 
California, I went to Nogales, Arizona, 
which is about 600 miles distant. This 
city is on the border and is divided by 
the international boundary line which 
separates the United States and the Re- 
public of Mexico. We have a nice littie 
church built in Nogales, Sonora, but un- 


-fortunately the closing order came about 


the time of its completion, and so far 
we have not been able to use it. Some of 
the good folks back home criticized us 
for building on the Mexican side under 
the existing conditions, and not knowing 
the facts one may feel justified in tak- 
ing this position. However, we pursued 
this course for the following reasons and 
do not offer any apologies: 

In the first place, a building site and 
part of the construction material had 
been donated, and the foundation, which 
is cut out in the solid rock, had already 
been started, Also the Mexican govern- 
ment required us to go through with the 
building program in order to be recog- 
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nized as the Church of God, as they had 
denied us the privilege of worshipping 
in rented halls. Furthermore, the foreign 
mission board would have been  over- 
stepping their authority to have built on 
the American side of the border, and 
should this have been done, a great many 
of our people could not have crossed the 
line to attend the services, for various 
reasons. I am sure you feel better after 
this explanation! After all, we are not 
concerned so much about church build- 
ings, for Antichrist is already manifest- 
ing his power and will soon take over 
all material possessions of the church, and 
will get the lukewarm members too, if 
they don’t look out. You will agree with 
me, that he respects neither pulpit nor 
pew. So let us see to it by the grace of 
God that we are numbered with the 
overcomers, for then we shall possess all 
things “reigning as kings and priests un- 
der Christ.” 

I spent a week at Nogales with Brother 
Uriei Felix Avilez, our native evangelist, 
in charge of the work. We held meet- 
ings at two different homes on the Mex- 
ican side, as well as at the mission in 
Nogales, Ariz., with considerable interest 
being manifested, in spite of the scat- 
tered effort. One Mrs. Taft of the 
Methodist church has donated us the use 
of a small hall, seating around 200 peo- 
ple, on the Arizona side. This place is 
just a half block from the port of 
entry, ard was formerly occupied by the 
Methodist folks. 

My next stop was at Santa Ana, about 
sixty miles south of the border, where 
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Sunday School group at Ciudad Obregon, Sonora, Mexico, our Mission Headquarters. The lady in the center of the picture 
dressed in white is Sister Atkinson; to her right is the local pastor, Brother F. A. Gonzales; to the left holding the baby is the 


pastor’s wife. 
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we held two services in a building loaned 
for the occasion. We have a number of 
believers here with others interested, and 
they want us to open up a mission. There 
is only one church there, which belongs 
to the Catholics. At the present it is be- 
ing used as a storage for cotton waiting 
to be ginned. I noticed that the build- 
ing had almost fallen into ruins. I for- 
got to mention that our building in 
Nogales was damaged somewhat by the 
elements, etc. The neighbors said it was 
struck by lightning on one occasion. 
They took it as a warning from God to 
pursue a policy of “hands off.” One pro- 
fessor was offered the building for a 
school but refused when he saw the 
Church of God sign. 

Our next meetings were held in Her- 
mosillo, Sonora, the state capital, where 
we preached to a mixed congregation of 
Pentecostal and Congregational people. 
The only evangelical church in the city 
has long since been converted into a 
“red” meeting place, with the folks wor- 
shipping in private homes. The minister 
from the Congregational church here is 
teaching school near Ciudad, Obregon, 
since the “shut-down” and has tendered 
his service to the Church of God. Pray 
that this brother will receive the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost. I was met in Her- 
mosillo by Brother Lorenzo Garibaldi, a 
very prominent man who has lately been 
saved and united with the Church of 
God. He is editor-in-chief of a magazine 
called “Capital and Labor.” He is al- 
ready a flame of fire for the Lord, so 


to speak, please pray that he also may 


receive the Holy Ghost. 
IN OBREGON CITY 

Arriving at Ciudad Obregon (city of 
Obregon), I was met by Lieutenant 
Francisco Iceda of the Mexican Army 
Medical Corpse who escorted me to the 
mission compound, where we were soon 
surrounded by a happy bunch of folks 
shouting and praising the Lord although 
it was very early in the morning, not 
yet day. Lieut. Iceda has lately been 
saved and cast his lot with us, and is 
earnestly praying to be filled with the 
Holy Ghost. We have five meeting places 
here in the Yaqui Valley, including the 
headquarters, but we thought it best to 
confine our efforts to the central station 
during my visit. We have lately enlarged 
our main chapel by taking down a re- 
taining wall, and yet we were unable to 
accommodate the crowds. The closing or- 
der has been a blessing in some ways, for 
many who otherwise would not come, 
will now slip around and come in 
through the back entrance, and many 
find the Lord in this way. We have built 
a shed—pandals we call them in India— 
outside in the corral to take care of the 
overflow when the crowds come and to 
use during the hottest months. By the 
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end of the year we hope to set the church 
in order at a couple of neighboring 
towns where the work is progressing. 

I have never seen greater interest mani- 
fested. There are many prominent people 
coming to our meetings and some get- 
ting saved. An American business man, 
one Mr, Kibby, a former classmate of 
President Roosevelt at Harvard, who was 
in attendance, set a banquet for us and 
made me a present of a Bible cover and 
a nice change purse from his leather 
goods store, which was highly appreci- 
ated. 

To give you readers some idea of how 
the Lord is blessing, there were 105 
saved, 94 baptized in water and 27 filled 
with the Holy Ghost during the year of 
1936. We set the church in order with 
40 members in the summer of 1932 and 
now we have around 300 enrolled—the 
books were taken to the border for safe- 
keeping when Sister Atkinson left for the. 
Assembly and had not yet been returned 
so we can not give exact figures at this 
time. During the four and one-half year 
period since the mission was established 
673 (or 83) have been saved and 247 
filled with the Holy Ghost. Many of 
these have gone into different parts of 


the Republic giving their testimony, but’ 


we are sadly in- need of trained, conse- 
crated workers in Mexico. We need some 
system of training, at least a Bible cor- 
respondence course. Sister Atkinson 
started the meetings here in a communist 
hall and she has been instrumental in 
stirring up this great interest among her 
people. Being an ex-war nurse and school 
teacher, as well as a former worker in 
the Catholic church, and the fact that 
she came from a very prominent family 
of European extraction, has placed her in 
a position where she has a wide range of 
influence. When I left Obregon City she 
was sick in bed with something border- 
ing on pneumonia. Every one please pray 
for her recovery. Also please pray for 
our local pastor, Brother Fernando A. 
Gonzales, as he takes the oversicht of the 
work. He is a promising young minister 
and worthy of our support in every way. 
ON TO MEXICO CITY 

I spent a night and a day at San Blas 
in the state of Sinaloa and conducted 
two services. Sister Atkinson was here 
some months ago and opened up the work 
but it has suffered for lack of a worker. 
A small room was donated for the meet- 
ings, and I met a leading hotel man of 
the town, a Roman Catholic, who gave 
me free lodging and told me he owned 
several buildings and would donate us a 
place for our regular meetings if we 
would send a worker, which we hope to 
do. San Blas is a railroad town with 
about 3,000 inhabitants and does not 
have a sirgle Christian church—neither 
Catholic nor Protestant. Our next meet- 
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ings were held in the home of Brother 
David A. Burgos in Mazatlan. This is 
the leading city of Sinaloa and is located 
in the torrid zone, just south of the 
tropic of Cancer on the gulf of lower 
California, some thirteen hundred miles 
by train from Los Angeles, Calif. The 
work here likewise has suffered because 
of the order closing the churches in the 
past, but since they are opening again 
we hope to do some real constructive 
work in the near future. 

Leaving Mazatlan I continued to Mex- 
ico City where I was in meetings with 
Brother Axel Anderson who came here 
from Sweden about sixteen years ago. 
He is a friend of our Brother Conney in 
South India. When the Holy Ghost began 
to be poured out, which gave rise to the 
Latter Rain movement as we know it, 
the work spread very rapidly in Sweden 
and today there are around a thousand 
churches established there and with mis- 
sionaries p.aced in most of the foreign 
fields, where God is blessing in: a great 
manner—missionary churches never fail 
to get blessed. The fact that Sweden 
never became entangled in the bloody 
turmoil known as the “great World 
War” was attributed to the prayerful- 
ness of her people. 

Getting back to Brother Anderson and 
the work in Mexico. He has several mis- 
sions and churches through the Republic 
with a thousand or two members en- 
rolled. They have their own paper called 
“Light and Restoration,” and publish a 
Sunday School quarterly—both in Span- 
ish. We have looked forward to the time 
when these good folks may see the way 
clear to fellowship with us in the Church 
of God, and the question has been under 
consideration. So far they are running 
the work on independent lines, but they 
are a wonderful people and showed me 
no little favor, 

I was also in meeting with Brother 
Valente Aponte who has a large work in 
the city. Mexico City is in the Federal 
District, being the capital of the Repub- 
lic. It is situated on a great level plateau 
7,500 feet above the sea and has about 
1,000,000 inhabitants. The scenery is 
wonderful, with snow-capped mountains 
in the background, some rising to a 
height of more than 17,000 feet. The air 
is bracinz too, with a great deal of sun- 
shine. The temperature fell to four be- 
low zero on the centigrade thermometer 
the last night I was there, bringing death 
to seven thinly clad peons. From here I 
came direct to El Paso, Texas, a distance 
of 1,226 miles, making a total of fifteen 
Mexican states and four American states 
visited en route.

began with Adam and has reached down 
to this age, and sometimes I think it is 
almost like Jesus said in Matt. 24:37. 

Next time we see sin is where Cain 
killed Abel, because he let a jealous 
spirit get hold of him, when God had 
respect to Abel’s offering for it was a 
blood offering. Cain got angry because 
God was not pleased with his offering, 
as it was from the ground. What was the 
matter? Sin lieth at the door, Gen. 4:7. 
Now listen, if any person will not ac- 
cept the blood of the immaculate Son of 
God, he is in the same condition that 
Cain was in and sin will show up in his 
life somewhere down life’s pathway, for 
so says the Word, “Be sure your sins will 
find you out,” Num. 32:23. 

Look at the penalty on Cain, “And 
now art thou cursed from the earth*** 
When thou tillest the ground, it shall 
not henceforth yield unto thee her 
strength; but a fugitive and a vagabond 
shalt thou be in the earth.” Gen, 4:11- 
Ra. 

Read Deut. 11:13-18. Notice the 
blessings of God to those who keep His 
commandments, and on the other hand 
what follows disobedience. God promised 
if they would walk in His statutes, keep 
His commandments, love the Lord and 
serve Him with all their heart and soul, 
He would give them the rain of their 
land in due season that they might 
gather in the corn and the wine and the 
oil, and would send grass in the field for 
their cattle that they might eat and be 
full. On the other hand we see where 
He warned them to take heed that their 
hearts be not deceived, that they turn 
not aside to serve other gods, the Lord’s 
wrath be kindled against them and they 
perish from off the goodly land which 
He gave them. 

Notice verse 26, ‘Behold, I set before 
you this day a blessing and a curse.” 
The next two verses say, “A blessing if 
ye obey, and a curse if ye will not obey.” 
This was under the covenant of the 
flesh, and so it is to-day with the chil- 
dren of God, under the covenant of 
grace (or Christ). Disobedience always 
brings defeat, but if we will walk in 
His statutes and keep His command- 
ments, we will have the blessings of joy, 
peace, and happiness in this life, and 
everlasting, endless life in the great be- 
yond. On the other hand, think of what 
it will mean to those who disobey God 
and will not take heed, for the wages of 
sin is death, but the gift of God is 
eternal life, through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Rom. 6:23. 

There are a lot of people who have the 
idea that victory comes by shouting, but 
according to God’s Word, I find it al- 
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ways comes by obedience. Some will cite 
you to the time when the walls of Jeri- 
cho fell by shouting, but I beg your 
pardon. You remember when Joshua saw 
the angel of the Lord over against the 
wall, Joshua said, “Art thou for us or 
for our adversaries?” The angel said, 
“Nay, but as captain of the Lord of 
hosts am I come.” Joshua 5:13, 14. And 
you remember what the angel told him 
to do, and when they had obeyed every 
thing that they were commanded, then 
all they had to do was to shout and the 
victory came—those old walls tumbled 
down, The same thing will happen to- 
day, if you want the genuine old time, 
Holy Ghost fire and the shouting, first 
obey and the shouting will come. Obed- 
ience will bring the shouting and shout- 
ing will bring the victory. 

Some are like the people were when 
Aaron made the calf. There was dancing 
and shouting all right, but Moses said 
it didn’t sound like the shouts of victory 
to him. Obedience ,will bring the vic- 
tory. 

Joshua thought he could take a few 
men and conquer Ai, and I think he was 
like some holiness preachers of to-day. 
They will go to a church and think they 
can put over a_ great revival. They 
preach, pray, sing, shout, and _ nearly 
work themselves to death and no results, 
and some of the brothers and sisters will 
shout and dance and talk in tongues and 
looks like there ought to be victory. 
After a while they find out that lots of 
times the ones that are doing the most 
shouting are breaking the rules of the 
church, something is covered up in their 
lives and God can’t bless. Yes, but you 
say, they seem to have victory. So did 
Aaron and those dancing around the 
ca.f. Joshua prayed and God showed him 
where the trouble was. Thank God for 
men to-day that will pray until God 
sends the victory. 

Saul disobeyed and look where he 
landed. Samuel said, ““Obedience is better 
than sacrifice, and to harken than the 
fat of rams.” Prov. 14:34 says, “Right- 
eousness exalteth a nation but sin is a 
reproach to any people.” Remember that, 
““Whatsoever a man soweth that shall he 
also reap, for he that soweth to the flesh 
shall of the flesh reap corruption, but 
he that soweth to the spirit shall of the 
spirit reap life everlastirg.” By one man 
sin entered into the world and death by 
sin, and, as in Adam all die even so in 
Christ shall all be made alive, for the 
wages of sin is death but the gift of 
God is eternal life through Jesus Christ 
our Lord.
